5. Claims 1-22 are allowed over the art of record. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reasons for allowance art that the art of record does not disclose, 
nor would it be obvious to modify the art of record so as to include the limitations, in 
combination with the other limitations, an energy meter comprising a phase evaluation 
block comprising first and second inputs and an output, wherein the first input of the 
phase evaluation block is electrically connected to the output of the first analog/digital 
transformer and the second input of the phase evaluation block is connected to the 
output of the second analog/digital transformer; and a phase correction block 
comprising a control input electrically connected to the output of the phase evaluation 
block, wherein the phase correction bock is connected to an output of at least one of the 
first and second analog/digital transformers and the phase correction block is configured 
to correct a phase deviation of a digitized signal that is derive from at least one of the 
current and the voltage as claimed in the independent claim 1 ; or a method for 
calibrating an energy meter, comprising determining a phase deviation between the first 
and second digitized test signals, generating a phase correction signal; and applying the 
phase correction signal to one or more of the first and second digitized test signals as 
claimed in the independent claim 16.
